SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer disk entitled Glock 3 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer disk relates to another of the same title, and was created from a 
website on the Internet known as ‘Glock 3’. The material contained on this disk is 
purportedly by and about a United States urban street gang based in Detroit but with a 
small international membership. The disk contains a total of 111 text and image files. 
The 14 text files are formatted for websites and contain fields for embedding images. 
Each text file covers a separate page on the site. The 97 image files are 
predominantly still images, though two files contain very brief, continuously looped 
moving images; one is a smiling face, the other is a small fire. The images are a 
mixture of photographs, drawings, and page-heading banners that include words or 
phrases. A small proportion of the images depict hand-guns, people holding hand¬ 
guns in such a manner as to present as threatening, acts of violence, or people injured 
by violence. 

The text is all in English, most of which is presented as street gang vernacular popular 
among African-American youths. This language is at times difficult to comprehend. 
Some text files discuss matters of sex, crime and violence. Criminal activities 
described or discussed include misuse of controlled drugs, misuse of firearms, 
assault, threatening to kill or do grievous bodily harm, and defacing property. The use 
of violence to achieve a social revolution is espoused in one file. Another two files 
contain reader letters and responses from the author/s of the site. One file is a 
disclaimer that discusses the intent of the site as ‘entertainment’ and the 
responsibilities of the reader with regard to activities that may be crimes under local 
laws. 

The availability of the computer disk is considered likely to be injurious to the public 
good. This classification is due to a number of considerations. Although the material 
has been determined to be not authentic, it is designed to particularly appeal to young 
people in their mid to late teens, and especially those that are at risk of gang 
involvement. Those young people may to some extent perceive the material as 
reflecting or relevant to their own lives. Much of the supposed ‘gang’ culture is 
connected to ‘rap’ culture. Those young persons are less able and likely to critically 
assess the material as bogus than adults, and further, are more likely to participate in 
risk-taking behaviour with regard to criminal activities. In particular the disk includes 
instructions on ‘tagging’, defacing public surfaces with stylised signatures or names, 
and directs the reader to get out and tag. The material also has an ambivalent stance 
on the misuse of drugs. In this respect the material is likely to encourage, or at least 
validate and support, some forms of youth crime. 

The extent and degree to which the content of the disk represents that females in 
particular, and homosexual males to a lesser degree, are inherently inferior to 
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heterosexual males is given heaviest weighting. Pervasive and repetitive derogatory 
referencing that presents as ‘ritualistic’ in its application, particularly in but not limited 
to ‘bitches’ and ‘bustaz’ files, supports, and may contribute to, discriminatory attitudes 
and behaviours toward both classes of people. The manner in which women are 
represented as inferior is degrading at the minimum, but also sometimes includes 
suggestions of violence and coercion in association with sexual conduct. Females are 
strongly presented as sexual property upon which males will act, and mothers of 
opponents are favoured targets. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
provisions as they affect this publication. Given the classification’s primary objective 
of limiting harm to the public good, the resulting limitation imposed on freedom of 
expression is considered to be reasonable, demonstrably justified and prescribed by 
law. 
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
